A Letter to the ee oe from the Prince of 
T HE 27:h Inftanct I did my felf th: Honour to 
acquaint your High Mightinfles how far the 
Works againft this City were advanc’d ; there has 
becn no Alteration fince ; our Mer coutinue working 
ro pefect the Mines in the Tenailles, and to cariy 
on ibe Saps to the Cover’d- Way. 
-Yelterday towards tbe Evening we heard a great 
Blow, which we fuppos’d to bea Mine; haif an 
Hour after another Crack was heard ; and at Mid- 
night fuch a Biaft, that the Ground thock with ir. 
This alarm’d the whole Army; I went to the Right, 
from whence the Noife came, (having firft given Or- 
der to all the Cavalry under my Command to Sad- 
die and Mount,) and found ihat a great Detsch- 
ment of the Enemy ( as your High Mighuneifes 
may {ee by the fubjoyn'’d Lift, ) coming from Do- 
way, bad enteavour'd to break through at the A- 
percure of the Line of Circumvailation on the High- 
Way between aad Lifle, where the Paia- 
tine Horfe 1s encamp’d : Part of them having pals’d, 
and oar Mea putting themfelves in a Poficve to op-

she Span.th Troops who were pofiei in the Fnemy’s 
right Wing ; cf the chief Cficers and Pe 
of Quality of that Naiion being kiil'd or wounded,” 
as your Noblenefs may fee by toe Lift, which I do
